(1) These rules mav be called the Drugs and 
Cosmetics (1st Amendment) Rules. 1992. 
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(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Drags and Cosmetics Rules, 1945 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in rule 
75- 

(i) in the running head, the words and letters 
“excluding those specified in Part XB” 
shall be inserted at the end; 

(ii) in sub-rule (1), for the words and letters 
“excluding those specified in Schedule X” 
the words and letter “excluding those 
specified in Part XB and Schedule X” 
shall be substituted. 

3. In rule 75 A of the said rules, in sub-rule (1). 
for the words and letter “excluding those specified 
in Schedule X”, the words and letters “excluding 
those specified in part XB and Schedule X” shall 
be substituted. 

4. In rule 76 of the said rules, in the running 
head and in the beginning portion, for the words and 
letter “excluding those specified in Schedule X”, the 
words and letters “exclud'ng those specifiel in Part 
XB and Schedule X” shall be substituted. 

5. After Part XA of the said rules, the following 
part shall be inserted, namely :— 

“PART X-B 

Requirements for the Collection, Storage, Process¬ 
ing and Distribution of whole Human Blood, Human 
Blood 'Components by Blood Banks and manufacture 
and manufacture of Blood Produces 

122-F, Form of application for licence for opera¬ 
tion of Blood Banklprocessing of whole human 
blood for components|manufacture of Blood Pro¬ 
ducts for sale or distribution. 

(1) Application for the grant and|or renewal of 
licence for the operation of a Blood Banklprocessing 
of Human Blood for components|manufacture of 
Blood Products shall be made tc the licensing autho¬ 
rity appointed under Part Vfl in Form 27-C, and 
shall be accompanied by licence fee of rupees six 
hundred and inspection fee of rupees two hundred 
in the case of renewal of licence ; 

Provided that if the applicant applies for re¬ 
newal of licence after its expiry but within, 
six months of such expiry the fee payable 
for the renewal of the licence shall be 
rupees six hundred plus an additional fee 
at the rate of rupees two hundred per 
month or a part thereof in addition to 
the inspection fee; 

Provided further that a licensee holding a 
licence in Form 28-C for operation of 
blood banklprocessing of whole human 
blood for compnnentslmanufacture of 
blclod products shall applv for grant of 
licence under sub-mle (1) before the 
expiry of the said licence on Form 27-C 


and he shall continue to operate the same 
till the orders on his application are com¬ 
municated to him. 

Explanation : For the purpose of this rule a Blood 
bank means a centre for collection, 
storage, processing and distribution of 
Whole Human Blood and | or Human 
Blood Components from selected 
human donors” 

(2) A fee of rupees one hundred shall be paid for 
a duplicate copy of a licence issued under this rule, 
if the original is defaced, damaged or lost. 

(3) Application by a licensee to manufacture 
additional drugs listed in the application shall be 
accompanied by fee of rupees fifty for each drug 
listed in the application. 

(4) On receipt of the application for the grant or 

renewal of such licence, the licensing authority 
shall,— i 

(i) verify the statements made in the application 

form. 

(ii) cause the manufacturing and testing estab¬ 

lishment to be inspected in accordance with 
the provision of rule 122-1 ; and 

(iii) in case the application is for renewal of 
licence, call for informations of past per 
formance of the licensee. 

(5) If the licensing authority is satisfied that the 
applicant is to a position to fulfil the requirements 
laid down in the rules, he shall prepare a report to 
that effect and forward it alongw’ith the application 
to the Central Licence approving Authority. 

Provided that if the licensing authority is of the 
opinion that the applicant is not in a position to ful¬ 
fil the requirements laid down in these rules, he may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, re¬ 
fuse to grant or renew the licence as the case may be. 

(6) If, on receipt of the application and the report 
of the licensing authority referred to in sub-rule (2) 
and after taking such measures including inspection 
of the premises by the Inspector, appointed by the 
Central Government under Section 21 of the Act, 
and|or alongwith the Expert in the concerned field 
if deemed necessary, the Central Licence Approving 
Authority, is satisfied that the applicant is in a posi¬ 
tion to [fulfil the requirements laid down in these 
rules, he may grant or renew the licence, as the 
case may be. 

Provided that if the Central Licence Approving 
Authority is of the opinion that the applicant is not 
in a position to fulfil the requirements laid down in 
these rules he may, notwithstanding the report of the 
licensing authority, by order, for reasons to be re¬ 
corded in writing, reject the application for grant or 
renewal of licence as the case may be and shall sup¬ 
ply the applicant with a copy of the inspection report. 
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122-G, Form, of licence for the operation of a Blood 
Bank|Processing of Whole Human Blood for compo¬ 
nents and manufacture of blood products and the 
conditions for the grant or renewal of such licence, 

A licence for the operation of a Blood Bank or for 
processing whole Human Blood for components and 
manufacture of blood products shall be issued in 
Form 28-C. Before a licence in Form 28-C is grant¬ 
ed or renewed the following conditions shall be com¬ 
plied with by the applicant :— 

(i) The operation of the Blood Bank or proces¬ 

sing of whole human blood for components} 
manufacture of blood products shall be car¬ 
ried out under the active direction and per¬ 
sonal supervision of competent technical 
staff consisting of at least one person who 
is whole time employee and who is Medi¬ 
cal Officer and is a Graduate in Medicine 
of a University recognised by the Central 
Government having experience in Blood 
Bank for 6 months during regular service. 
He shall also have adequate knowledge and 
experience in blood group serology, blood 
group methodology and medical principles 
involved in the procurement of blood. 

(ii) The applicant shall provide adequate space, 

plant and equipment for any or all the 
operations of blood collection or blood pro¬ 
cessing. The space, plant and equipment 
required for various operations is given in 
Schedule ‘F Part XII-B and | or XII-C. 

(iii) The applicant shall provide and maintain ad¬ 

equate technical staff as specified in Sche¬ 
dule ‘F Part XII-B and|or XII-C. 

(iv) The applicant shall provide adequate arrange¬ 

ments for storage of Whole Human Blood, 
Human Blood components and blood pro¬ 
ducts. 

(v) The applicant shall furnish to the licensing 
authority, if required to do so, data on the 
stability of Whole Human Blood its com¬ 
ponents or blood products which are likely 
to deteriorate, for fixing the date of expiry 
which shall be printed on the lables of such 
products on the basis of the data so fur¬ 
nished. 

122-H. Duration of licence—An original licence 
in Form 28XD or a renewed licence in Form 26-G. 
unless sooner suspended or cancelled shall be valid 
upto the 31st December of the year following the 
year in which it is granted or renewed. 

122-1. Inspection before grant or renewal of lic¬

to persons under his control having same qualifica¬ 
tions as prescribed for Controlling Authority under

122-M Provision for appeal to the State Government 
by a Party whose licence has not been granted or 
renewed. Any person who is aggrieved by the order

may within thirty days from the date of receipt of 
such order, appeal to the State Government or Central 
Government, as the case may be, after such enquiry, 
into the matter as it considers necessary and after 
giving the said person air opportunity for representing 
his view in the matter may pass such order in relation 
thereto as it thinks fit. 

122-N Additional information to be furnished by

licence issued under this part or suspend it for such 
period as he thinks 8% either wholly or in respect of 
some of the substances to which it relates, if in his 
opinion, the licensee has failed to comply with any of 
the conditions of the licence or with any provision ol 
the Act or Rules thereunder.

(b) The licensee shall maintain staff, premises and 

equipment as specified in Rule 122-G. The 
licensee shall maintain necessary records and 
registers as specified in Schedule F, Part XII- 
B and XII-C. 

(c) The licensee shall test in his own laboratory 

Whole Humair Blood its components and 
blood products and registers in respect of 
such tests as specified in Schedule F, Part 
XII-B and XII-C. The records am* register 
shall be maintained for a period of five years 
from the date of manufacture. 

(d) The licence shall maintain preserve reference 

supply to the Inspector the reference sample 
of the Whole Human Blood collected by 
him : n an adequate quantity to conduct all 
the prescribed tests. The licensee shall 
supply to the Inspector the reference sample 
for the purpose of testing. 

(it) The licensee shall allow an Inspector appointed 
under the Act to enter, with or within prior notice, 
any premises where the. activities of the BV<od Bank 
are being carried out, for the processing of Whole 
Human Blood and'or Blood Products to inspect the 
premises and plant and the process of manufacture and 
the means employed for standardising and testing the 
substance. 

(iii) The licensee shall allow an Inspector appoint¬ 
ed under the Act to inspect all registers and records 


maintained under these rules and \o take samples of 
the manufactured product and shal 1 suj ply to Inspector 
such information as he may require for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether the povisions of the Act and 
Rules thereunder * ave been observed. 

(iv) The licensee shall from time to time report to 
the Licensing Authority any changes in the expert 
stall responsible for the operation of a Blood Bank| 
processing of Whole Human Blood for .com¬ 
ponents and|or mariu?icture of blood products and 
any material alterations in the premises or plant used 
for that purpose which have been made since the date 
of last inspection made on behalf of the Licensing 
Authority before the grant of the licence. 

(v) The licensee shall on request furnish to the licen¬ 
sing Authority, or Central Licence Approving Autho¬ 
rity or to such Authority as the Licensing Authority, 
or the Central Licence Approving Authority may 
direct, from any batch'unit of drugs as the Licensing 
Authority or Central Licence Approving Authority 
may from time to time specify, samples of such quan¬ 
tity as may be considered adequate by such Authority 
for any examination and, if so required, also furnish 
full protocols of 'he test which have been applied.
